The Kolebrzeg units of the Jrezdenska Division have on several occasions been 
inspected by a Soviet general wearing a Polish uniform. The headquarters of 
the division are probably located at the large camp situated at Treptow an 
der Rega. 


The training canp of the lrezdenska Hotorized Division has recently been 
established in an area south of Kolobrzegs it is located near the village of 
Klein Splegel (PozraadZo), in an area boimded by Dramburg (Drawsko) to the 
north, Kallies (Kalisz Ponorski) to the south, Stargard to the west, and 
Neustettin (Szezecinek) tc the east. The civilian ponulation of six villages 
Losated within this area has been entirely evacuated; the houses and barns 
thus vacated are being utilized as barracks, garafes, and warehouses for a 
part of the division, woile wooden barracks have been erected to serve as 
lodgings and garages fcr the remainder of the division. The construction of 
the divisional trainixgz camp has not been completed, and troops on duty there 
are being employed to complete the wrk. The light artillery regiment at 
Kolobrzeg left for the divisional training area on 3 May 1951, and remained 
there until at least 16 May, during which time the entire division was to be ; 
rathered at the training area, In addition to the light artillery regiment, 
the following units wore observed at the training canp from 3 to 10 May 191:
